ARE sTILL LOOKING FOR FUSION. 
County Popocrats Diligently Discuss 

Plans Outlined by Altgeld. , 

County Popocrats were at work most dili- 
gently yesterday trying to perfect a scheme 
of fusion on county and Congressional tick-. 
ets which Gov. Altgeld has mapped out for 
them. The Governor himself éid not attend 
the meeting, which the Populist and Popo- 
cratic Committees on Fusion held at the 
Tremont House, but he was in the city, 
ready to hear reports and advise. 

The Popocrats had. an opportunity to 
make plain their position to their Populist 
brethren. They declared plainly that the 
latter must “come down.” As Mr. Burke 
expressed it, “ They may have all the rest 
of the ticket, but we want the State’s-Attor- 
ney.” There Will be a lively fight on this 
point, as William J. Strong, the Populist 
nominee, is much averse jo getting out of. 
the way. : 

The Popocrats aré also disposed to claim 
the position of Coroner, for which the Popu- 
liste nominated Dr. F. Scheurmann. If they 
have their way they will obtain these two 
addittonal positions on the fusion ticket. 
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The following were selected as Delegates- 
at-Large to the Indianapolis convention: 
Roswell P. Flower of New York, Charles 
Tracy of Albany, George Magee of Corning, 
and Edward M. Sheppard of Brooklyn. 

The platform adopted was as follows: 

‘The Democrats of the State of New York, 
assembled in convention at Syracuse, adopt 
the following platform:

We appeal to our Democratic fellow-citizens 
seriously to consider this, hich is the 
gravest feature of the penfing election.

Mr. Bryan Urges Voters Not to Ignore 
Obligations as Citizens. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., Aug. 31.—The Bryan.

Speech at Mayville.

ers will ignore the interests of the people; 
who will look out for themselves. You show 
me a people having not so much confidence, 
are jealous of their liberties, are watchful 
of their public servants, and careful to 
examine the policies proposed by various 
parties, and I will show you a people who 
will have self-government and good govern- 
ment by deserving it. 
One Great Issue of Campaign. 
‘*In this campaign the partiés come before 


you with the issues, with the parties out-. 


lining what they believe, and tliere is one 
great question which overshadows all other 
questions—the money question. The Repub- 
lican party does not say that the gold stand- 
ard is a good thing, but simply states that 
‘we must maintain it until other nations help 
us secure something which that platform 
pledges the Republican: party to aid and se- 
cure—namely, bimetallism. After the Re-

After the speech a reception was held at 
the depot and then the party departed for 
Cleveland, the train being loaded down with 
offerings of fruit and flowers.

We did not expect that that plank would 
draw the syndicates and trusts to us, but, 
my friends, we have a right to expect that 
those of our citizens who are opposed to 
trusts and syndiedtes will be numerous 
enough to fill the places of all whom we drive 
out of our party by such declarations. 
(Great applause.] 

* There is in this campaign one great, para- 
mount issue. Whether you are in favor ofa 
gold standard or opposed to it, you must 
agree that that is the most important ques- 
tion at this time. The Republican party, 
without declaring that the gold standard is 
a good thing, declares that it ought to be 
maintained for the present. How long? The 
platform does not say. So far as you can 
, Sather from that platform this Nation must 
permanently maintain a gold standard, with 
all that gold standard means. It must main- 
tain that standard forever unless some other 
nation will come and-heip us to let go of it. 
[Applause and laughter.] 

“That: platform expressly pledges the 
Republican party to use every effort to 
substitute bimetallism for the gold stand- 
ard. Is not that a sufficient declaration 
that the bimetallic principle is better than 
the gold standard?: And yet after having de- 
clared that the principle of bimetallism is 
better than a gold standard they tell the 
American people that they cannot have 
that thing which is. better for them until 
other nations take pity upon us. [Great ap- 
plause.}] The Democratic party declares 
unalterable opposition to the gold stand- 
ard. It demands the immediate restoration 
of the free and unlimited coinage of gold 


to 1 without waiting for the aid or consent 
of any other nation. 


American People Mast Decide. 


** Some gentleman has asked me how long 
it will take to restore bimetallism. My 
friends, thaf is a question that the American 
people have to decide, If the people this fall 
elect a Congress,.both House and Senate, in 
favor of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at 16 to 1 and then elect a President 

* who will sign the bill when it reached hin), it 
will not take many months to relieve the 
people of the United States from the gold 
standard, and more than that in my judg- 
ment, just as soon as the nations of Europe 
find that instead of waiting upon them, we 
are going ahead ourselves, the nations 
of ‘Europe will come and join us in interna- 
tional bimetallism. But whether they do or 
not the American people should not be com- 
pelled to bow down and wait for relief from 
abroad. [Great applause.] 

** Now, you are told that you do not want 
cheap money. Well, those of you who pro- 
duce more property than you.do money do 
not want cheap property, either. 

‘** How would it do to turn your attention 
from good money for awhile and fasten your 
eyes upon good grapes and good wheat and 
good corn? These are the things which you 
produce and convert into money, and when 
you make money dear you make your prop- 
erty cheap. Whenever you push money up 
you push property down. For twenty years 
and more we have been increasing thé pur- 
chasing price of the dollar by creating a new 
demand. And as the new demand has been 
created by law the purchasing power of an 
ounce of gold has been raised throughout 
the world. And what is the effect? To the 
man who owns money and loans money, 
whose wealth is invested irf dollars and in 
contrdcts payable in dollars, that legislation 
has been a good thing. 


Effect on Debtor Class. 


‘** What other class has been affected by it? 
The debtor. A man who has a certain 
amount of money to pay has to pay the 
debt by selling something which he produces, 
and if the price of his products has gone 
down it requires more of the products of 
‘toil to buy an amount of money sufficient 
to discharge that debt. But they tell us 
that if the ‘farmer ‘has lost in the falling 
price of farm products hé has gained, on 
the other hand, in the falling price of the 
things he buys. But-they forget that farm- 
ers sell at- wholesale and buy at retail, and 
that wholesale prices fall before ‘retail 
prices. And there are also certain fixed 
charges which do not fall. You know that 
taxes do not fall. 

‘On the average the taxes which the farm- 

ers have to pay are as high as they were 
twenty years ago, although it. takes nearly 
twice as much of the products of the farm 
to pay the same amount of taxes. You know 
that your debts have not fallen. If you have 
a mortgage of $1,000 drawing 6 per cerit in- 
terest and you sell your wheat for $1 a bush- 
el it takes sixty bushels of wheat to pay the 
interest; but if wheat goes down to 5U cents 
a bushel it takes 120 bushels of wheat: to 
pay the interest. There are also other fixed 
charges. Freight rates have not fallen. 
-** Some one told me that for some reason 
or other freight rates had recently risen in 
this community. And it is true there has 
been no fall in freight rates commensurate 
with the fallfin¥prices of property. It means 
that the farmer has to live on less-and less 
each year, that living expenses have been 
reduced, 

‘‘T assert that the producers of wealth, the 
farmer and the laborer, are the foundation 
of society, and that the business-men are the 
superstructure, and the financiers are the 
roof of the house [applause], and yet so en- 
larged an ided have these men of their im- 
portance that they think society is supported 
from the top’instead of supported from the 
bottom. 


The Source of Prosperity. 


‘‘My friends, how can you make your 
business-men prosper? By enabling more 
people to buy at the stores. From whom 
do business-men derive their prosperity? 
From the people from whom they borrow 
money? No. Thatis the channel into which 
they pour a part of the money the people 
pay them for their goods. They derive their 
prosperity from the péople to ‘whom they 
sell goods. 
not give you what they call a 60-cent dol- 
lar. Why is it they call our dollar a 50-cent 
dollar? It is because this silver which can- 
not get to the mimt sells for about that 
much. It did not sell for less than a hun- 
dred cents as long as it could go to the mint. 

“Tt was not until after demonetization 
that the people began to find out that it 
was a cheap dollar and we believe that the 
opening of our mints to the free coinage of 
silver will create a demand for all the sur- 
plus silver of the world, so there will not 
be a man who can buy an ounce of silver for 
less‘than $1.29 cents in gold. We apply the 
law of supply and demand to silver. 
We point to the fact that the repeal 
of the Sherman law reduced the

AIR POWER TESTS FOR L ROADS. 


Trial with a Train of Five Cars Is 
Authorized in New York. 3 
New York, Aug. 31.—[Special.]—The Man- 
hattan Elevated railroad company has 
granted permission to the American Air- 
Power cbmpany to supply an air motor 
capable of pulling a train of five cars over 
the tracks of the ‘‘L” system, which will 


be given a trial with a view to its possible 
adoption in place of steam locomotives. 


Acting General Manager W. G. Fransioli 
of the Manhattan ‘“ L.’’ company said to- 
day: “It is the intention of this company 
to have the motor thoroughly tested, and 
for that reason the motor will be run on the 
Sixth 
Station north.”’ 

The air-power company has leased a build- 
ing at Greenwich and Rector streets, where 
the plant for compressing the air is being 
erected. A pipe will be run:from the motor 
house to the “L’”’ tracks at the Rector 
Street Station, and it is said it will not re- 
quire any more time to charge the motor 
with compressed air than to water a loco- 
motive. The motor is now being built. 


RECEIVER FOR AN ELEVATED ROAD. 


Kings County Elevated Company Is in 
Trouble. 

New York, Aug. 31.—The Kings County 
Elevated company, operating in Brooklyn, 
has been placed in the hands of a receiver. 
Gen. Jourdan, President of the company, 
was named as receiver. 

The application was made by James H. 
Frothingham, Treasurer, and August Bel- 
mont, Vice-President of the Kings County 
road, and Vermilye & Co., bankers, of New 
York. The petifioners aver that it is a friend- 
ly action brought for the purpose of adjust- 


ing the affairs and protecting the interest 
of.the stockholders. 

The capital of the company is $4,750,000. 
The road was constructed at a cost of $14,- 
304,503 and has a line of eight and one-half 
miles of track. ‘ 

The last two annual reports‘show that the 
inceme of the road has not beenAufficient to 
pay operating expenses and fixed charges. 
Its liabilities, which on June 30, 1894, were 
$11,349,110, had grown: a year ago to $15,- 
“680,947. The profit and loss account on the

Telegraphs to the Turkish Legation 
in Washington That the Armenian 
‘Patriarch Has Appealed to Him to 
Publicly Censure she Revolution- 

_ fists, Who Have Béen Excommuni- 
cated frém the Christian Church— 
Bank Attack and Killing of Soldiers 


Washington, D. C., Aug.,31.—The Turkish 
Legation has received from the Sublime 
Porte the following telegram: ™ | 

“The Central committee of the Armenian 
revolutionists of Constantinople organized 
oti @ vast scale a program: of disorders and 
griminal acts. Separate groups of these 
revolutionists began their misdeeds at the 
same hour and at different points of the cap- 
ital. Besides revolvers and daggers they 
used bombs and dynamite. About fifty of 
these men, entering separately into the Im- 
perial Ottoman Bank, began by killing the 
guards and policemen, throwing théir heads 
into the streets. — ‘ 

‘‘In many parts of the capital and eyen in 
the Armefhian church at Pera a great num- 
ber of dynamite bombs was discovered. The 
Armenians faithful to the imperial throne 
are indignant, and the Patriarch excommu- 
nicated, in the name of Jesus Christ, all the 
criminals who put in: jéopardy the lives of 
The Patriarch 
begged the Sublime Porte to communicate 
to the press the decision against the revolu- 
tionists in order to stigmatize before the 
civilized world their crimes and horrors.” — 

Constantinople, Aug. 30.—Delayed in trans- 
mission.—The embassies will not be illumi- 
nated tomorrow, the anniversary of the Sul- 
tan’s ascension of the throne, owing to re- 
cent massacres. 

There is no longer any doubt that the mas- 
sacres were organized by the Turkish au- 
thorities, and it has been ascertained that 
orders were only given.to the Bashibazouks 
to cease massacreing the Armenians. after. 
the bloody work had been going on for thirty 
hours. : 

‘It is also a fact that hundfeds of Turks 
were brought over from the Asiatic side of 
the Bosphorus in order to take part in the 
massacres, and many Armenians were put 
in boats, which were then taken out to sea. 
Their fate is unknown, Dut there is not the 
slightest doubt that they have been drowned. 

Although it may be true that the attack 
on the Ottoman Bank originated with the 
Armenian Revolutionary committee, it Is 
admitted on all sides that the massacres 
which followed were not justified and that 
from 3,000) to 4,000 people lost their lives in 
the streets of this city. or in those of the 
suburbs during the last week. The Arme- 
nians also intended to attack the palace, the’ 
branch office of the Credit Lyonnaise, and 
other places, their avowed object being to 


force the powers to intervene in the Arme- 
nian question.

_ accurately believe that the Sultan has once 


more approached dangerously near to the 
point of forcing on the powers the necessity 
of dismembering the Turkish Empire. ,

PRINCE LOBANOFF MUCH MOURNED. 


Negotiations for the Armenian Settle- 
ment May Be Stopped. 

Kief, Russia, Aug. 31.—Prince Lobanoftf- 
Rostovsky’s death has caused profound sor-

McKinley has 
said in his letter of acceptance, “‘ We are 
not committed to any special schedule or 
rates of duty.

Nevertheless Gov. Altgeld has seen fit to 


make an attack on the McKinley law the 
starting point of his free silver argument. 
His contention is that the law was enacted’ 
“as a remedy for the rapidly increasing ills 
of the land ”’; that it.” almost doubled the 
already high duties ’’; that its passage was 
followed by a reduction of the wages of 
labor .and by industrial disturbances; and 
that for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, 
it produced a deficit of 70 millions. So, 
while it brought the laborer no comfort and 
no bread, it impoverished the U nited States 
Treasury.” 

The conclusion which Altgeld proceeds to 
draw is that protection is no femedy for the 
ills which afflict the country, and that the 
only remedy is the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to‘l, involving a change from 
the gold to the silver standard. 

That which Altgeld has to say about the 
tariff act of 1890 is marked by his usual 
contempt for facts. The two years which 
followed the enactment of the McKinley 
law were years of great industrial prosper- 
ity. There was work for every one who 
wished to work, and the wages were good. 

On the average wages went up. There 
were reductions in some businesses and ad- 
vances in others, but the latter outweighed 
the former. There was so much work that 
there was employment for the throng of 
immigrants without the displacement of 
American workipgmen. 

There were strikes, as there always are 
when times are good. The employés from 
1890 to 1892 saw the factories rushed with 
orders. They concluded that their em- 
ployers were making a great deal of money, 
not being aware of the sharp domestic ¢om- 
petition that was cutting down profits. 

In many instances those strikes <swere 
successful. In some they were not. Thére 
were many employers who could not pay 
more than they had been paying. But in 
1893-94 everything wasthe other way. The 
employers were demanding reductions, and 
the workingmen had to- concede them. 
They struck against reductions, but were 
invariably beaten. That happened after 
it was known that the policy of protection 
was to be departed from. 

It is true that there was a Treasury defi- 
cit during the last year of the McKinley 
law, but that law was not responsible. 
deficit was not because the duties were so 
high as to check importations. ‘The duties 
were not, as Altgeld untruthfully states, 
“nearly double” those of the old law. 
Some were a little nisher, and some were 
lower. 

Imports fell off during 1803- 94 because it 
was known that a tatiff law.was to be en- 
acted reducing duties on manufactured 
articles. Importers did not propose to bring 
in goods on which high duties would have 
to be paid and which would come into com- 
petition a few months later with goods pay- 
ing lower duties. 

Then there was the panic brought on by 
the attacks of the freessilverites on the 
integrity of the currency. That cut down 
imports, both dutiable and free, and the 

tariff did not produce revenue enough. 

But for these two causes the McKinley 
law, although adopted for the purpose of 
the magnitude of 
which the Democrats complained of, would 
have produced abundant revenue. That 
is something which it is evident the Wilson 
bill never can be expected to do.

BRYAN DODGES THE GOLD STANDARD 
TEST APPLIED TO WAGES. 

Bryan in his demagogic desperation is 
striving to foment quarrels and disturb- 
ances of the peace. He is playing at an- 
archy. In his speech last week in the St. 
Patrick Auditorium in Erie, Pa.,,/he said: 

“ Do not let the Republican party beguile 
you about the future. The future is written 
in blood crushed out of you by gold. It is 
going to be war.’ 

In front of the city hall in Albany he said 
to the crowd: 


“We have then to consider, this question, — 


Ought the American people to submit longer 
to a gold standard? The Democratic party 
has begun a war of extermination against 
the gold standard. We ask no quarter; we 
give no quarter. We shall prosecute our 


| 


warfare until there is not an American citi- | 


zen who dares to advocate the gold stand- 
ard. They ask, ‘Why? We answer that 
the gold standard is a conspiracy against 
the human race and that we would no more 
join it than we would join an army marching 
to despail our homes and destroy our fam- 
ilies.” 

And yet, as a matter of practical fact, this 
country has hid the gold money standard 
since 1834—sixty-two years—England has 
had it éighty years, Germany has had it 
twenty-three years, France, Italy, and Bel- 
gium twenty years, Sweden, Norway, Den- 


mark and Holland for twenty-two years, 


Austria is just adopting it, Russia is prepar- 
ing to adopt it next year, and Canada and 
Australia have had the gold standard for 
many years. . 

In the same speech Mr. Bryan made this 
declaration: “ We complain of the gold 
standard because an increased demand for 
gold has raised the price of gold and low- 
ered the price of silver and those things 
which exchange for money. A restoration 
of silver to its place by the side of gold will 
lessen the demand for gold and thus lessen 
the purchasing price of the dollar, either 
gold or silver.” 

This declaration is a flat-footed falsehood 
and can only be truthfully call-d so. Has 
the gold standard lowered the price of labor? 
Labor is one of the things which is ex- 
changed for money, and is the greatest of afl 
things which exchange for money. Labor 
for wages receives more gold for an hour’s, 
for a day’s, fora week's, month’s, or year’s 
work than it ever did previous to the “ crime 
of °73.” We challenge William J. Bryan, 
Popocratic:candidate for President, to cite 
facts skowing that the vast masses of men 

‘omen ever received as much weight 
Aolflars of gold during the bimetallic 
peried as since the “ crime of 1873.” Take 
the period back of ’73: to 1860. or back to 
1850 or 1840, and the records show that 
since the gold standard was established 
wages have steadily advanced in terms of 
gold, and by that same great and unerring 
test gold has’ actually depreciated—not 2 
little, but.a great deal. The prices of labor 
have gone up about the same as the prices 
of commodities and the general average has 
Which is most important to the 
working wage masses who create those 
things that exchange for money—advancing 
wages in gold and declining prices of the 
necessities of life, or reduced wages in cheap 
free silver and rising prices of their necessi- 
ties? That is exactly the question they 
have to vote omnext November. 

W. J.:-Bryan and all the other calamity 
howlers are going about denouncing gold as 
being too dear, and therefore cheap free 
silver must be substituted for it. The rec- 
ord shows that since 16 to 1 silver was de- 
monetized in 1878 wages have risen more 
than one-third in gold. The record proves 
that for every two dollars in gold the wage 
earners received in 1872, and before then 
back to 1860, they have received three dol- 
lars in gold since 1885 till 1893, when the 
hard times began. Wages began to rise in 
gold as soon as resumption in 1878, when the 
gold standard was established in this coun 
try.

Chang's chief purpose in this remarkable 
tour is to obtain for his country this neces- 
sary financial rehabilitation. 

Besides the immense new foreign loan 
that must be arranged for to pay the re- 
maining iugtallments of the Japanese war 
indemnity, that war has brought out the 
necessity ofa thorough reorganization of the 
Chinese army and ‘tiavy and their equip- 
ment after the European methods. To 
make, both effective, however, it has been 
made clear that railroads must be con- 
structed for the transportation of troops 
and supplies and for the interests of the com- 
merce of the nation. The immense outlay 
of money that will be required to perfect 
these indispensable measures of defense 
has staggered the Pekin Government. The 
money at present furnished by the Govern- 


‘ors of provinces cannot be materially in- 


creased until the whole system of internal 
administration has been purged of its pres- 
ent. rottenness, a work that at best must 
consume nfany years. 

The only plan found practicable is to 
raise the duties on imports at. treaty ports 
and to obtain this’ concession the Emperor 
has sent hie ablest statesman, The rate 
at present is 5 per cent ad valorem, and was

It is probable, how- 
ever, that England will consent to the-in- 
crease after a certain amount of diplomatic 
sparring for advantage, as it could not well 
hold out in a demand that China should buy 
‘a concession that was freely given to Japan.

The request of China ig 
reasonable, and it will not be to the disad- 
vantage of the United States if it adds its 
approval promptly to that of all the other 
powers except England.

A STAMP DOES NOT CREATE VALUE. 

Mr. Bryan asserts that free coinage will 
make silver worth 129 cents an ounce— 

By applying to silver the same law that you ap- 
ply to wheat and corn and oats. If any person in 
your community would stand ready to take all 
the wheat brought to his office at a dollara bushel 
nobody in this community would sell his wheat 
for less than a dollar a bushel. 

If the government were to pay 129 cents 
im gold dr in commodities for every ounce 
of silver tendered it the price would not fall 


‘below that figure as long as the government. 


was able to pay for all that was offered it. 

But there would be no buying of silver 
under a free coinage law. The government 
would simply put its stamp on some silver 
and then hand it back to the owner. That 
transaction will add nothing to the value of 
the silver. 

If the government offers to pay 50 cents 
for every half bushel of wheat delivered to 
it the price of wheat will advance, and will 
remain at the higher figure as long. as the 
government has the money to buy it with. 
But if the proposition was to receive every 
half bushel, doit upin a neat package, mark 
it “‘ sixty, pounds of wheat,” and hand it 
back to.its owner, who but a Popocrat would 
contend that that package would bring the 
price of a bushel of wheat? — 

From 1878 to 1893 the government did 
buy siéver as private individuals buy wheat 
and corn and oats. It paid the market price 
for what it bought, as they do. In spite of 
the heavy purchases made between 1890. 
and 1893, which absorbed about the entire 
American product, the market price fell. 
It declined from 104 cents an ounce to 78 
cents an ounce. 

The free silverites do not propose to re- 
sume the purchase of silver, but merely to 
coin what silver is offered, and hand it bach 
tothe owner to do what he can with it, just. 
as he does with the silver bars which are 
handed back with an assay mark on them. 

Bryan calls that “the same law” that 
governs dealings in wheat and corn, where 
men sell those commodities and get the 
market: price for them. There will be no 
selling of silver at the mint under a free 
coinage law. No price will be paid for it 
there. on 

A gtamp will be put on a round piece of 
metal, indicating that it contains 3714 
grains of pure silver. Then the owner of 
that round piece can go and exchange it fer 
what he can. The stamp will add no more 
to its value than the assay stamp adds to 
the value of a silver bar. 


AUTONOMY FOR THE CRETANS. 
If the reports from Athens prove trust- 
worthy, and if the reforms for the Island 


-of Crete alleged to have been sanctioned by 


the Sultan are carried out, the Ottoman 
Empire will have advanced one step further 
in the process of inevitable disintegration. 
The idea is too abhorrent to entertain seri- 
ously that in the near future the powers of 
Europe will not bring their political differ- 
ences and intrigues to that point of com- 
parative harmony which will free them 
from the necessity of countenancing further 
the horrors of the rule of the Turk. Even 
England, actuated by the restraints of a re- 
morseless expediency, endured with a pa- 


tience that amazed the rest of the civilized - 


world the atrocious massacres of the Ar- 
menians, and seemed to be content for a 
time to view with complacency a repetition 
of these horrors in Crete. But the limit 
seems to have been reached at last, and 
perhaps the gift of partial independence to 
the Christian Cretans may be the entering 
wedge for the enforcement of a similar 
benefaction among the Armenians, | 

The proposal in the present instance 
made by the Austrian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs is that Turkey shall do for Crete 
what she was forced to do successively for 
Wallachia, Moldavia, Servia, and Bulgaria 
—namely: “Consent to the appointment of 
a Christian Governor and to the establish- 
ment of autonomy, complete except for the 
condition that a tribute shall be paid‘to the 
Sultari, the payment to be guaranteed by 
the European powers.” In addition the 
Cretans are to’/be allowed to tax Turkish 
imports for the purpose of providing a fund 
which shall/be applied to the compensation 
of the victims of the recent disorders. 

The entire subserviency of the Sultan to 
the ©zar has been shown in these negotia- 
tiogs as in all the recent manifestations of 
the’ Eastern question. Nothing,could be 
more disagreeable for Turkey than to grant 
these concessions to Crete, but a sudden 
change in the policy of Russia appears to 
have’ been responsible for the Sultan’s ac- 
quiescence, At first the Czar sought to aid 
Turkey by effecting a thorough blockade 
of the Island of Crete, and was aided in 
this design by all the great powers except 
England. When Lord Salisbury refused to 
be a party to this manifest injustice the 
Czar abruptly changed his plans, aban- 
doned the idea of a blockade, and applied 
himself to the forcing of Cretan reforms 
on the obedient Sultan. It is probable Rus- 
sia has some motive in riew other than do- 
ing an act of justice to Crete, but it is hid- 
den at present, and can be left ont of con- 
sideration since the act itself confers se 
marked a benpfit on the civilization of the 
world.

STOP THE BALLOON ACROBATS. 

The police should prevent any repetition 
in the vicinity of this city of balloon ascen-’ 
sions undertaken to give some_acrobat a 
chancé to risk his or her life for the edifica- 
tion of an audience. This form of enter- 
tainment appears to be growing in favor in 
various parts of the country, with the result 
that hardly a week passes that one at least 


_of these alleged aeronauts does not lose his 


life. The record of Sunday alone was three 
accidents, in which two of the actors were 
killed and the Chicago instance barely 
missed being a fatality. 

In nearly all these balloon entertainments 
there is scarceiy a pretense that the princi- 
pals are professional aeronauts or-ha¥e any 
scientific knowledge of the management ot: 
a balloon. They are men or women of great 
daring, who as acrobats have reached a 
point of intrepidity where they are willing to 
risk their lives weekly or daily for a consid- 
eration. The balloon is used only to cary 
them to an elevation that will make their 


acts extremely hazardous, for all -they 


profess to do is to fall to earth, trusting to 
the support ofparachutes, or at a less eleva- 


tion go through the usual trapeze perform: 


ances. In either case their only capital is 
the fact that their lives are in peril, other- 
wise there: would be nothing novel or at- 
tractive in their performances. 

It is not difficult to lure a large audience 
to see these reckless acrial journeys and it 


is not surprising tha. so many of them end | 


in disaster. They should never have been 
countenanced anywhere and should be 
stopped at once in justice to.the mor- 
bid people who.are attracted to the scenes 
as well as to the acrobats themselves. Cer. 
tainly such exhibitions should not be tol- 


erated within the police jurisdiction of Cook } 


County. "

At the Fidelity safe deposit vaults in Ran- 
dolph street it is estimated that there are 
at least 250 ownerless boxes. 

The manager of the Chicago safety vaults 
at the Dime Savings Bank, No. 104 Washing- 
ton street, has 200 boxes of the same sort. 

The Merchants’ vaults, No. 78 La Salle 
street, have about 100 lapsed boxes, and the 
Globe, Royal, and Commercial institutions

FAST-BOUND ROADS FAIL TO GET DUB 
PERCENTAGE OF TRAFFIC. 


Major Part of the Business Going by 


Way of the Gulf Portsa—High Rates 


Said to Be the Cause of the Trouble 


—The Failure of the Board of Man- 

agers of Joint Traffic Pool Gives 
Rise to Suspicions of. Cutting and 
Unfair Play. 


_ East-bound roads from Chicago are not 
carrying a fair proportion of the through 
traffic. Shipments of grain from Missouri 
River territory are said to be large, but much 
of the business goes to gulf pofts and via 
St. Louis and Memphis. The Chicago and 


Missouri River roads do fairly well, but most. 


of the freight they bring here goes into 


‘elevators or‘goes East by the lake lines, 


But for the high rates maintained by the 


roads east from Chicago they would now, it 


is claimed, carry fully as much grain, flour, 


' and provisions as the lake lines, yet the lat- 


ter last week carried 122,229 tons, against 


only 41,117 tons by the ten east-bound lines 


from Chicago. Last week the all-rail lines 
carried 42,560 tons, and for the corresponding 
week last year 32,438 tons. The failure of the 
Kastern roads to come to the aid of their 
Western connections, -which are making a 
gallant fight, is said’ to be due to the fact 
that the members of the Board of Managers 
of the joint traffic pool are off on a vacation. 

Reports are current that owing to non- 
action on the part of the Board of Managers, 


* several of the Chicago east-bound roads are 


manipulating and cutting rates, thereby se- 
curing an undue ‘proportion of the east- 
bound through draffic. The large propor- 
tions carried last week by the Baitimore and 
Ohio, Bigs Four, and Wabash railroads indi- 
cate that there is some basis for the re- 
ports.

REFUSES TO STOP SOUTHERN WAR. 


Judge Simonton Dissolves the Injunc- 

. tion Against Low Tariffs. 

Charleston, 8. C., Aug. 31.—Judge Simon- 
ton of the United States Circuit Court today 
filed his decision in the suit for injunction 
brought by the Port Royal and Augusta 
railway against the Southern States Freight 
Association to prevent the latter from in- 
augurating the SO per cent cut in rates de- 
clared by it in/retaliation for a 33 per cent 
reduction previously made by the Seaboard 
Air Line. The temporary restraining order 
is set aside and the bill dismissed. 

The decision dissolves the injunctfon and 
dismisses the bill on the ground of no juris- 
diction, as all parties necessary to the case 
were not presentincourt. The decision says 
that as the Gaston and Raleigh and Sea- 
board and Roanoke had leased the prop- 
erty of the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, 
and operate lines independent of the control 
of the lessee, they must be present in court, 
as they are the parties at fault. 

Action without their presence would bean 
unwarranted interference of the court with 
the térms of the lease.
